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Introduction 


In the name of Allah, the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. All praise is due to Allah, Lord of the worlds, 
and peace and blessings be upon our Prophet Muhammad, his family, and all of his companions. 


To proceed: This is a good compilation concerning the issue of declaring specific individuals as kafir 
(takfir al-mu'ayyan) and their misguidance according to the Imams of the Salaf and the Shaykhs of the 
Sunnah. This is without the conditions of specific proof (hujjah) that some of those who oppose them 
have stipulated, such as the removal of doubts and opposition based on the individual's circumstances, 
as Ibn Hazm determined and most of those claiming to follow the Salaf in our time have followed him in. 


Merely reading these narrations reveals that the issue of declaring specific individuals as kafir, especially 
when the ruling is clear and the matter is evident with Allah's overwhelming proof, is an original 
principle of truth according to them. It is not an innovation in the religion nor a reprehensible statement. 
And Allah is the Grantor of success.

The Author, The Sheikh Abu 'Abd Allah Ibn Battah - may Allah have mercy on him - said: 
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1 - Abu Ja'far Ibn al-'Ala' narrated to me, saying: Ahmad Ibn Budayl narrated to us, saying: Wakee' 
narrated to us, saying: Sufyan narrated to us, from Ziyad Ibn Ismail, from Muhammad Ibn 'Abbad Ibn 
Ja'far al-Makhzumi, from Abu Hurayrah, who said: The polytheists of Quraysh came to the Prophet - 
may Allah's peace and blessings be upon him - and argued with him about predestination. So, the 
verse was revealed: "On the Day they are dragged on their faces into the Fire, [it will be said], "Taste the 
touch of Saqar! Indeed, We have created everything according to a measure." [Surah al-Qamar: 48-49] 
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2 - Abu Bakr al-Sarraj narrated to us, saying: Ziyad lbn Ayyub narrated to us, saying: Yazid Ibn Harun 
narrated to us, saying: Kahmas Ibn al-Hasan informed us, from ‘Abdullah Ibn Buraydah, from Yahya Ibn 
Ya'mar, who said: The first person to speak about predestination was Ma'bad al-Juhani. So, Humayd Ibn 
‘Abd al-Rahman and | went out intending to go to Mecca. | said: "If only we could meet one of the 
companions of the Prophet - may Allah's peace and blessings be upon him - and ask him about what 
these people are saying." So, we met ‘Abdullah Ibn ‘Umar. | and my companion sat with him, one of us 
on his right and the other on his left. | knew that he would direct the question to me, so | said: "O Abu 
‘Abd al-Rahman, indeed, there have appeared before us people who are delving into this knowledge 
and seeking it, and they claim that there is no predestination, rather the matter is merely undecided 
(i.e. not pre-decreed)..." He said: "So, when you meet those people, tell them that | am innocent of 
them and they are innocent of me. By the One in Whose Hand is my soul, if one of them had gold 
equivalent to Mount Uhud and spent it in the cause of Allah, it would not be accepted from him until he 
believes in predestination, its good and its evil." Then he said: "Umar Ibn al-Khattab narrated to us, 
saying: While we were with the Messenger of Allah - may Allah's peace and blessings be upon him - a 
man with very white hair came to him and mentioned the hadith of faith in its entirety until he said: 'So, 
what is faith?' He said: 'That you believe in Allah alone, His angels, His books, His messengers, the 
resurrection after death, Paradise, Hellfire, and predestination, its good and its evil.' He said: 'You have 
spoken the truth.'" And he mentioned the rest of the hadith in its entirety, | have shortened it. 
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3 - Abu Ja'far Ibn al-'Ala’ narrated to us, saying: ‘Abdullah Ibn al-Hasan al-Hashimi narrated to us, saying: 
‘Affan narrated to us, saying: Hammad Ibn Salamah narrated to us. And Abu 'Ali Muhammad Ibn Yusuf 
narrated to us, saying: 'Abd al-Rahman Ibn Khalaf narrated to us, saying: Hajjaj bn Minhal narrated to us, 
saying: Hammad Ibn Salamah narrated to us, from Khalid al-Hadha’, from ‘Abd al-A'la Ibn ‘Abdullah Ibn 
‘Amir, from ‘Abdullah Ibn al-Harith Ibn Nawfal, who said: "Umar Ibn al-Khattab - may Allah be pleased 
with him - delivered a sermon in al-Jabiyah. He praised Allah and extolled Him. When he reached the 
verse, 'Whoever Allah guides - none can misguide; and whoever He sends astray - for him there is no 
guide,' while the patriarch was before him, he (the patriarch) pulled at his shirt and said, 'Cursed, 
cursed!’ Umar said, 'What is the enemy of Allah saying?’ They said, 'He didn't say anything.’ Then he 
(Umar) repeated it, bearing witness and saying, 'Whoever Allah guides - none can misguide; and 
whoever He sends astray - for him there is no guide.' The patriarch pulled at his shirt again and said, 
‘Cursed, cursed!' Umar said, 'What is the enemy of Allah saying?’ They said, 'He claims that Allah - 
Exalted and Majestic is He - guides but does not send astray.' Umar said, 'You lie, O enemy of Allah! 
Rather, Allah - Exalted and Majestic is He - created you and He is the One who led you astray, and He 
will admit you to the Fire if He wills! By Allah, were it not for the covenant | have with you, | would 
strike your neck!' Then Umar said, ‘Indeed, when Allah - Exalted and Majestic is He - created Adam - 
peace be upon him - He gathered his progeny in His Hand and wrote down the people of Paradise and 
their deeds, and the people of the Fire and their deeds. And He said, ‘These are for this, and these are 
for this.' So, the people dispersed that day, and they do not differ regarding predestination."

And 'Abd al-Hamid Ibn Sulayman narrated to us, 
from Abu Hazim, who said: "Some people who denied predestination were mentioned in the presence 
of Ibn 'Umar. He said, 'Do not sit with them, do not greet them with peace, do not visit them, and do 
not attend their funerals. And inform them that | am innocent of them, and they are innocent of me, 
and they are the Magians of this Ummah." 
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5 - Abu 'Ali Muhammad Ibn Yusuf narrated to us, saying: 'Abd al-Rahman Ibn Khalaf narrated to us, 
saying: Hajjaj narrated to us, saying: Muhammad Ibn 'Abd al-Rahman Ibn al-Muhabbar narrated to us, 
from Nafi', who said: "'Abdullah - meaning Ibn 'Umar - said: 'If you meet the people of predestination 
denial, then inform them that ‘Abdullah is innocent of them before Allah, and that they are innocent 
of him. Do not pray over their funerals, do not visit them when they are sick, and do not witness their 
deaths." 
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6 - Abu 'Abd Allah Ahmad Ibn ‘Ali Ibn al-'Ala’ al-Jawzajani narrated to us, saying: 'Abd al-Wahhab al- 
Warraq narrated to us, saying: Yazid Ibn Harun narrated to us, saying: Yahya Ibn Sa'id narrated to us, 
from Abu al-Zubayr, who said: "We were performing Tawaf (circumambulation of the Ka'bah) with Tawus 
when we passed by Ma'bad al-Juhani. It was said to Tawus, 'This is Ma'bad, the one who speaks about 
predestination.’ Tawus said to him, ‘Are you lying about Allah - Exalted and Majestic is He - with what 
you do not know?" He said, ‘They are lying about me.' So, we entered upon Ibn ‘Abbas. Tawus said to 
him, 'O Abu ‘Abbas, those who speak about predestination...' He said, ‘Show me some of them.' He said, 
‘What will you do?’ He said, ‘I will put my hand in his head and then break his neck."" 
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7 - Abu 'Ali Muhammad Ibn Ahmad Ibn al-Sawwaf narrated to us, saying: Bishr Ibn Musa narrated to us, 
saying: Sa'id Ibn Mansur narrated to us, saying: Sufyan narrated to us, from 'Amr Ibn Dinar, who said: 
"The Qadariyyah (predestination deniers) were mentioned in the presence of Ibn 'Abbas. He said, 'If 
there is one of them in the house, then show him to me so! can grab him by the head." 
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8 - Abu 'Ali Muhammad Ibn Yusuf al-Bayya' narrated to us, saying: ‘Abd al-Rahman Ibn Khalaf narrated to 
us, saying: Hajjaj Ibn Minhal narrated to us, saying: Hammad narrated to us, from Sulayman al-Taymi, 
from Mujahid, who said: "I came to Ibn 'Abbas with a man from these Mufawwidah (those who delegate 
Allah's attributes to creation) and said, 'O Ibn 'Abbas, this man wants to speak to you about 
predestination.’ He said, Bring him closer to me.' | said, 'Here he is.' He said, 'Bring him closer.' | said, 
"Here he is, Do you want to kill him?' He said, ‘Yes, by the One in Whose Hand is my soul, if you 
brought him closer to me, | would put my hand on his neck and would not leave him until | broke it." 
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9 - Abu Bakr Muhammad Ibn Bakr narrated to us, saying: Abu Dawud narrated to us, saying: 'Amr Ibn 
‘Uthman narrated to us, saying: Baqiyyah narrated to us, from Abu ‘Amr, who said: "Al-'Ala' Ibn al-Hajjaj 
narrated to me, from Muhammad Ibn 'Ubayd al-Makki, who said: 'It was said to Ibn 'Abbas, "Indeed, a 
man has come to us who denies predestination." He said, "Direct me to him," and he was blind that 
day. They said, "And what will you do with him?" He said, "By the One in Whose Hand is my soul, if | 
could get hold of him, | would bite his nose until | severed it. And if | could get hold of his neck, | would 
surely break it," and he mentioned the rest of the hadith." 
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10 - Abu Bakr Muhammad Ibn Bakr narrated to us, saying: Abu Dawud narrated to us, saying: Ziyad Ibn 
Yahya al-Hassani narrated to us, saying: 'Abd Rabbih Ibn Bariq narrated to us, saying: "My maternal 
uncle, Zuhayl Ibn Simak, narrated to me, having heard his father narrate, and he met Ibn 'Abbas in 
Medina. He said: 'Abdullah Ibn 'Abbas came with three people who were walking together. They said, "O 
Ibn ‘Abbas, tell us about predestination." He pulled up the sleeve of his garment until his shoulder 
appeared, then said, "Perhaps you are speaking about it?" They said, "No." He said, "By the One in 
Whose Hand is my soul, if | knew that you were speaking about it, | would strike you with this sword 
of mine as long as it remained in my hand.""" 
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11 - Abu Bakr Muhammad Ibn Bakr narrated to us, saying: Abu Dawud narrated to us, saying: Musa Ibn 
Isma'il narrated to us, saying: Hammad narrated to us, from Muslim, from Mujahid, who said: "I came to 
Ibn 'Abbas with a man from the Mufawwidah and said, 'O Abu ‘Abbas, this is a man from the 
Mufawwidah.' He said, 'Bring him closer to me.' | said, 'Glory be to Allah! Why? Do you want to kill him?’ 
He said, 'Yes, by the One in Whose Hand is my soul, if you brought him closer to me, | would put my 
hand in his neck.' | did not leave him until | broke it." 
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12 - Muhammad Ibn Bakr narrated to us, saying: Abu Dawud narrated to us, saying: Ahmad Ibn Yunus 
narrated to us, saying: Abu Shihab narrated to us, from Yahya Ibn Sa'id, from Abu al-Zubayr, who said: 
"Tawus and | were in the mosque when we saw Ma’'bad al-Juhani. | said, 'This is Ma'bad, the one who 
speaks about predestination.’ Tawus said, 'You are the slanderer of Allah by saying what you do not 
know!’ He said, 'They are lying about me.' So, we entered upon Ibn 'Abbas and informed him of their 
words. He said, 'Woe to you! Direct me to some of them.' We said, 'What will you do with him?' He said, 
"By the One in Whose Hand is my soul, if | were to seize one of them, | would thrust my hand into his 
head and then break his neck.'" 
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13 - Abu Bakr Muhammad Ibn Bakr narrated to us, saying: Abu Dawud narrated to us, saying: Ahmad Ibn 
Sa'id al-Hamdani narrated to us, saying: |bn Wahb informed us, saying: Yahya Ibn Ayyub informed me, 
from Sulayman Ibn Humayd, that he was sitting with Muhammad Ibn Ka'b al-Qurazi, who told them 
about a woman who came from the Magians with her son. She embraced Islam and her Islam was good. 
Her son grew up and denied predestination and called his mother to that. She said, 'O my son, this is 
the religion of your Magian forefathers. Will you return to Magianism after we have embraced Islam?’ 
Sulayman - meaning Ibn Humayd - said: 'Nafi', the freed slave of Ibn ‘Umar, was near his gathering and 
heard his words. He approached al-Qurazi and said, 'She spoke the truth! By the One in Whose Hand is 
my soul, it is indeed the religion of Magianism."" 
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14 - Abu 'Abd Allah al-Matuthi narrated to us, saying: Abu Dawud narrated to us. And Muhammad Ibn 
Bakr narrated to us, saying: Abu Dawud narrated to us, saying: 'Ubayd Allah Ibn Mu'adh narrated to us, 
saying: My father narrated to us, saying: Al-Faraj Ibn Fadalah narrated to us, saying: Musafir narrated to 
us, saying: "A man came to Mak'hul, one of his brothers, and said, 'O Abu 'Abdillah, don't you find it 
amazing that | have become one of your brothers today?’ He said, 'Who is he?’ He said, 'It's none of your 
business.' He said, 'I'm asking you.' He said, ‘It's Ghailan.' He said, ‘If Ghailan invites you, do not accept 
his invitation. If he falls ill, do not visit him. And if he dies, do not walk in his funeral procession.’ Then 
Mak'hul narrated to them from ‘Abdullah Ibn 'Umar. They mentioned the Qadariyyah in his presence, 
and he said, 'Have they really appeared and spoken about it?’ They said, 'Yes.' Ibn ‘Umar said, 'They are 
the Christians and Magians of this Ummah." 
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15 - Abu 'Abd Allah Muhammad Ibn Ahmad al-Matuni narrated to us, saying: Abu Dawud al-Sijistani 
narrated to us, saying: 'Ubayd Allah Ibn Mu'adh narrated to us, saying: My father narrated to us, saying: 
Muhammad Ibn 'Amr al-Laythi narrated to us, that al- Zuhri narrated to him, saying: "Umar Ibn 'Abd al- 
‘Aziz summoned Ghailan, the Qadari (predestination denier), and said, 'O Ghailan, it has reached me 
that you speak about predestination.' He said, '0 Commander of the Believers, they are lying about me.' 
He said, 'O Ghailan, recite Surah Ya-Sin to me.' So, he recited Ya-Sin: "Ya-Sin. By the wise Qur'an. Indeed, 
you, [O Muhammad], are one of the messengers, On a straight path." [Surah Ya-Sin: 1-4]... until he 
reached: "Indeed, We have put shackles on their necks, and they are to their chins, so they are with 
heads [kept] aloft. And We have placed between them and that which is ahead of them a barrier and 
behind them a barrier and covered them, so they do not see. And it is all the same for them whether you 
warn them or do not warn them - they will not believe." [Surah Ya-Sin: 8-10] Ghailan said, 'O 
Commander of the Believers, by Allah, it is as if | have never read it before today! | bear witness to you, 
O Commander of the Believers, that | repent to Allah - Exalted and Majestic is He - from what | used to 
say about predestination.’ Umar said, 'By Allah, if he is truthful, then accept his repentance. And if he is 
lying, then make him a sign for the believers.'" 
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16 - Abu 'Abd Allah al-Matuthi narrated to us, saying: Abu Dawud narrated to us, saying: ‘Abdullah Ibn 
Mu'adh narrated to us, saying: My father narrated to us, from some of his companions, who said: 
"Muhammad Ibn ‘Amr narrated this hadith. Ibn 'Awn said, 'l saw him crucified at the gate of 
Damascus."" 
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17 - Abu Bakr Muhammad Ibn al-Husayn informed me, saying: Al-Firyabee narrated to us, saying: 
‘Abdullah Ibn 'Abd al-Jabbar al-Himsi narrated to us, saying: Muhammad Ibn Himyar narrated to us, from 
Muhammad Ibn Muhajir, from his brother, ‘Amr Ibn Muhajir, who said: "It reached 'Umar Ibn ‘Abd al- 
‘Aziz that Ghailan was speaking about predestination. So, he sent for him and kept him waiting for a 
few days. Then, he allowed him to enter upon him and said, 'O Ghailan, what is this that has reached me 
about you?" 'Amr Ibn Muhajir said: "| gestured to him not to say anything." He said: "So, he said, 'Yes, O 
Commander of the Believers, indeed Allah - Exalted and Majestic is He - said: "Has there [not] come 
upon man a period of time when he was not a thing [even] mentioned? Indeed, We created man from a 
sperm-drop mixture that We may test him; then We made him hearing and seeing. Indeed, We guided 
him to the way, be he grateful or be he ungrateful." [Surah al-Insan: 1-3] He said, 'Recite the end of the 
Surah:' "And you will not will except what Allah wills. Indeed, Allah is ever Knowing and Wise. He will 
admit to His mercy whom He wills, and the wrongdoers - He has prepared for them a painful 
punishment." [Surah al-Insan: 30-31] Then he said, 'What do you say, O Ghailan?' He said, 'I was blind, 
but You have given me sight. | was deaf, but You have made me hear. | was astray, but You have guided 
me.''Umar said, 'O Allah, if Your servant Ghailan is truthful, then (accept his repentance), and if not, 
then crucify him.' So, he (Ghailan) refrained from speaking about predestination. So, ‘Umar Ibn 'Abd al- 
‘Aziz appointed him over the mint in Damascus. When 'Umar Ibn 'Abd al-'Aziz died and the caliphate 
passed to Hisham, he (Ghailan) spoke about predestination. So, Hisham sent for him and cut off his 
hand. A man passed by him while flies were gathering on his hand and said to him, 'O Ghailan, this is 
decree and predestination.' He said, 'You lie! By Allah, this is neither decree nor predestination.’ So, 
Hisham sent for him and crucified him." 
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18 - Abu 'Ali Muhammad Ibn Yusuf narrated to us, saying: 'Abd al-Rahman Ibn Khalaf narrated to us, 
saying: Hajjaj narrated to us, saying: Hammad narrated to us, from Abu Ja'far, from Muhammad Ibn Ka'b, 
or someone else, that it was said to 'Umar Ibn 'Abd al-'Aziz, "Indeed, Ghailan is saying such and such 
about predestination." He said, "O Ghailan, what do you say about predestination?" He hesitated, then 
recited: "Has there [not] come upon man a period of time when he was not a thing [even] mentioned?" 
[Surah al-Insan: 1] until he recited: "Indeed, We guided him to the way, be he grateful or be he 
ungrateful." [Surah al-Insan: 3] He said: "Umar said, 'Speaking about this is a lengthy matter. What do 
you say about the Pen?’ He said, ‘Allah already knew what would be.' He said, 'By Allah, if you had not 
said that, | would have struck your neck.'" 
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19 - Muhammad Ibn al-Husayn informed me, saying: Al-Firyabee narrated to us, saying: Hisham Ibn 
Khalaf al-Azraq narrated to us, saying: Abu Mushir narrated to us, saying: 'Awn Ibn Hakim narrated to 
me, saying: Al-Walid Ibn Sulayman, the freed slave of the son of Abu al-Sa'ib, narrated to me that Rajaa’' 
Ibn Haywah wrote to Hisham Ibn 'Abd al-Malik, "It has reached me, O Commander of the Believers, that 
you have some regret about killing Ghailan and Salih. By Allah, killing them is better than killing two 
thousand Romans." 
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20 - Muhammad Ibn al-Husayn informed me, saying: Al-Firyabee narrated to us, saying: ‘Abdullah Ibn Abi 
Sa'id narrated to us, saying: Al-Haytham Ibn Kharijah narrated to us, saying: ‘Abdullah Ibn Salim al- 
Ash'ari, a Himsi, narrated to us, from Ibrahim Ibn Abi 'Ablah, who said: "| was with 'Ubadah Ibn Nasi 
when a man came to him and informed him that the Commander of the Believers, Hisham, had cut off 
Ghailan's hand and tongue and crucified him. He said to him, ‘ls what you are saying true?’ He said, 
'Yes.' He said, 'By Allah, he has acted in accordance with the Sunnah and the matter! | will write to the 
Commander of the Believers and commend him for what he has done."" 
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21 - Abu al-Fadl Ja'far Ibn Muhammad al-Qafla'i narrated to us, saying: Muhammad Ibn Ishaq al-Saghani 
narrated to us, saying: Asbagh Ibn al-Faraj informed me, saying: Ibn Wahb informed me, saying: Malik 
Ibn Anas was asked... And Abu Yusuf Ya'qub Ibn Yusuf narrated to us, saying: Abu Yahya Zakariya Ibn 
Yahya al-Saji narrated to us, saying: Salamah Ibn Shabib narrated to us, saying: Marwan lbn Muhammad 
narrated to us, saying: "I asked Malik Ibn Anas about marrying the daughter of a Qadari 
(predestination denier). He said: "...And a believing slave is better than a polytheist, even though he 
might please you..." [Surah al-Baqarah: 221] 
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22 - Abu al-Qasim Hafs Ibn 'Umar narrated to us, saying: Abu Hatim narrated to us, saying: Sahl Ibn 
‘Uthman narrated to us, saying: Muslimah Ibn Sa'id narrated to us, from his father, who said: "| said to 
Ja'far Ibn Muhammad, 'O son of the Messenger of Allah - may Allah's peace and blessings be upon him - 
we have a Qadari (predestination denier) Imam. | have prayed behind him for fifty years.' He said, 'Go 
and repeat the prayers of fifty years.""

23 - Muhammad Ibn al-Husayn informed me, saying: Al-Firyabee narrated to us, saying: ‘Amr Ibn ‘Ali 
narrated to us, saying: "| heard Mu'adh Ibn Mu'adh saying, 'Umar Ibn al-Haytham al-Raqashi and | 
prayed behind al-Rabi' Ibn Bazza." Mu'adh said: "'Umar Ibn al-Haytham informed me that the time for 
prayer came again, and he prayed behind him. He said, '| sat down to supplicate, and he said, "Perhaps 
you are one of those who say, 'Protect me'?"’ Mu'adh said, 'So, | repeated that prayer after twenty 
years.’ This al-Rabi' |bn Bazza was one of the major misguided Qadariyyah in Basra, and he was among 
the most devout worshippers in this misguidance. May Allah protect us and you from it and from 
every innovation." 
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24 - Abu Bakr Muhammad Ibn Bakr narrated to us, saying: Abu Dawud narrated to us, saying: 
Muhammad Ibn Khalid narrated to us, saying: Abu Mushir narrated to us, saying: Al-Mundhir Ibn Rafi' 
narrated to us that Khalid Ibn 'Abd Allah al-Lajlaj summoned Ghailan. He said: "So, he came and he said, 
"Sit down.' So, he sat down. He said, 'Weren't you a Copt who embraced Islam?’ He said, 'Yes.' He said, 
'Then | saw you throwing apples in the mosque with your head covered by your garment?’ He said, 
'Yes.'" Abu Mushir said: "| have some doubt about this statement." He continued: "Then you became a 
Jahmi, calling your wife 'Mother of the Believers'?" He said, "Yes." He said, "Then you became a 
staunch Qadari. Get up! May Allah do with you what He wills!" 
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25 - Abu Hafs 'Umar Ibn Muhammad Ibn Rajaa' narrated to us, saying: Abu Nasr 'Ismah Ibn Abi 'Ismah 
said: "Al-Fadl Ibn Ziyad narrated to us, saying: Anmad Ibn Hanbal narrated to us, saying: Mu'adh - 
meaning Ibn Mu'adh - narrated to us, saying: '| was with 'Amr Ibn 'Ubayd when 'Uthman Ibn Khashih, the 
brother of al-Samuri, came in and said, "O Abu 'Uthman, by Allah, | have heard disbelief today!" He 
said, "What is it? Do not be hasty with the term ‘disbelief."" He said, "Hashim al-Awgas claimed that 
“May the hands of Abu Lahab be ruined, and ruined is he ” [Surah al-Masad: 1], and that the saying of 
Allah - Exalted is He: "And [mention] when | created you alone." [Surah al-Muddathir: 11] was not in the 
Preserved Tablet. And Allah - Exalted and Majestic is He - says: "Ha Mim. By the clear Book. Indeed, We 
have made it an Arabic Qur'an that you might understand." [Surah az-Zukhruf: 1-3] So, there is no 
disbelief except this!' 'Amr remained silent for a while, then he spoke and said, 'By Allah, if the matter 
were as you Say, there would be no blame on Abu Lahab, nor would there be any blame on al-Walid.'"

- Exalted and Majestic is He - are uncreated, and we have no doubt that the knowledge of Allah is 
uncreated. The Qur'an is from the knowledge of Allah, and it contains the names of Allah. We have no 
doubt that it is uncreated, and it is the speech of Allah, and Allah is eternally speaking.'"

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96 - Abu 'Ali Muhammad Ibn Ahmad Ibn al-Sawwaf narrated to us, saying: Abu al-'Abbas Ahmad Ibn 'Amr 
al-Warraq narrated to us, saying: Abu Bakr Ibn Abi al-'Awwam narrated to us, saying: "My father 
narrated to me, saying: 'l passed by a madman in one of the alleys, and he had fallen down. It was said 
to me, "Go forward and recite (the Qur'an) over him." So, | went forward to recite over him. His devil 
said from inside him, "Leave him, for he says, 'The Qur'an is created." | said to him, "It is between you 
and him.""" 
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97 - Hafs Ibn 'Umar Abu al-Qasim, the Hadith scholar, narrated to us, saying: Abu Hatim narrated to us, 
saying: "| asked Muhammad Ibn Bishr al-'Abdi, saying, 'The story that you used to narrate about your 


neighbor...' He said, 'l heard a neighbor of mine who used to recite the Qur'an, and he used to say, 
"The Qur'an is created." Someone said to him, "If the Qur'an is not created, then may Allah erase every 
verse of the Qur'an from your chest." He said, "Yes." So, he woke up saying: "Praise be to Allah, Lord of 
the worlds, The Entirely Merciful, the Especially Merciful, Sovereign of the Day of Recompense." [Surah 
al-Fatihah: 2-4] But when he wanted to say: "It is You we worship" [Surah al-Fatihah: 5] his tongue would 
not move." 
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98 - Abu Yusuf Ya'qub Ibn Yusuf narrated to me, saying: Abu 'Abd Allah al-Sirafi narrated to us, saying: 
Hafs Ibn Ahmad Ibn Hafs al-Ansari al-Azraq narrated to us, saying: Harun Ibn ‘Abdullah al-Simsar narrated 
to us, saying: "'Ahmad Ibn Nasr Ibn Hamza al-Khuza'i, who was killed for (his views on) the Qur'an, 
passed by me while he was in my shop at Bab al-Taq at midday. He sat down to rest when a man had a 
seizure. Ahmad stood up and covered his head to recite (the Qur'an) over him. Suddenly, the female 
jinn said from inside him, 'O Abu ‘Abd Allah, leave me, for he says, "The Qur'an is created."' So, he 
said, ‘Strangle him, O Sunniyyah! Strangle him, O Sunniyyah!"" 
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99 - Abu 'Ali Muhammad Ibn Ahmad al-Sawwaf narrated to us, saying: Ahmad Ibn 'Amr al-Warraq 
narrated to us, saying: Abu Bakr Ibn Abi al-'Awwam narrated to us, saying: My father narrated to us, 
saying: "| had a neighbor who became poor and sold his house. He decended into the basement of the 
house, inspecting it and greeting the Jinn residents. They said to him, 'We are about to move.'| (i.e. the 
neighbor) said to them, 'lam the one who became poor. What is it to you?’ They said, 'The one who 
bought your house says, "The Qur'an is created," and we do not live with someone who says, "The 
Qur'an is created.""" 
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100 - And Abu al-Qasim Hafs Ibn 'Umar narrated to me, saying: Abu Hatim al-Razi narrated to us, saying: 
Abu Bakr Ibn Abi 'Attab al-A'yun narrated to us, saying: Al-Qasim Ibn Muhammad Ibn Humayd al-'Umari 
narrated to us, saying: 'Abd al-Rahman Ibn Habib Ibn Abi Habib, the companion of Khalid Ibn Yazid, 
narrated to us, from his father, from his grandfather, who said: "| witnessed Khalid Ibn 'Abdullah al-Qasri 
addressing the people on the Day of Sacrifice. He said, 'O people, offer sacrifices, may Allah accept from 
you, for | am sacrificing al-Ja'd Ibn Dirham, for he claimed that Allah did not speak to Musa directly 
and did not take Ibrahim as a Khalil (close friend). Glory be to Him, Exalted is He, above what al-Ja'd 
Ibn Dirham says, a great transgression!’ Then he went down to him and slaughtered him." 
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101 - Abu al-Qasim Hafs Ibn ‘Umar narrated to me, saying: Abu Hatim narrated to us, saying: 'Abd al-'Aziz 
Ibn Abi Sahl al-Marwazi narrated to us, saying: 'Isam Ibn al-Husayn narrated to us, saying: 'Abd al-Samad 
Ibn Hassan narrated to us, saying: Kharijah Ibn Mus'ab said, 'If you pray behind the Imam and there is a 
Jahmi beside you, then repeat the prayer.'" The Shaykh said: "The meaning of the saying of Kharijah - 
may Allah have mercy on him - regarding the Jahmi praying beside a man, that he should repeat the 
prayer, is that whoever prays behind the Imam alone and there is a Jahmi beside him, or prays behind 
the rows alone and there is a Jahmi beside him, should repeat the prayer. That is because the view of a 
group of jurists is that whoever prays behind the row alone, or stands behind the Imam alone, should 
repeat the prayer. So, it is as if Kharijah meant that whoever prays behind the row and he is a Jahmi, it 
is as if he prayed behind the row alone, because the Jahmi is not a Muslim and is not in prayer. So, the 
one standing beside him is like the one standing alone. But if the Jahmi stands in a row witha 
congregation, he is like one of them, and the congregational prayer is valid." 
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102 - And similarly, al-Marwazi narrated from Abu 'Abd Allah. He said: "| said to Abu 'Abd Allah, 'A man 
prayed behind the row, he and another man. When he finished the prayer, he looked at the one who 
prayed beside him and saw that he was a Jahmi.' He said, 'He should repeat the prayer, for he only 
prayed behind the row alone,’ or words to that effect, if Allah wills." 
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103 - Abu Bakr Muhammad Ibn ‘Ali al-Shaybani narrated to us, saying: Abu Muhammad ‘Abdullah Ibn al- 
‘Abbas al-Tayalisi narrated to us, saying: Ishaq Ibn Mansur al-Kawsaj narrated to us, saying: "Ahmad Ibn 
Hanbal - may Allah have mercy on him - said: "'Abd al-Rahman Ibn Mahdi said, 'Whoever says that Allah 
did not speak to Musa should be given a chance to repent. If he repents, then fine, otherwise he 
should be killed." 
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104 - Abu Hafs 'Umar Ibn Muhammad Ibn Rajaa' narrated to us, saying: Abu Nasr 'Ismah Ibn Abi 'Ismah 
narrated to us, saying: Al-Fadl Ibn Ziyad narrated to us, saying: Abu Talib narrated to us, saying: "I asked 
Abu 'Abd Allah Ahmad Ibn Hanbal about the one who says, ‘Indeed, Allah did not speak to Musa.' He 
said, 'He is a kafir who should be given a chance to repent. If he repents, [then fine,] otherwise his neck 
should be struck. | heard 'Abd al-Rahman Ibn Mahdi saying in this very matter, "Whoever says that Allah 
did not speak to Musa is a kafir who should be given a chance to repent. If he repents, then fine, 
otherwise his neck should be struck." 
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105 - Abu Bakr Muhammad Ibn Bakr narrated to us, saying: Abu Dawud narrated to us, saying: "| heard 
Ahmad Ibn Hanbal saying, 'l heard 'Abd al-Rahman Ibn Mahdi, during the time when Bishr - meaning al- 
Mirrisi - did what he did, saying, "Whoever claims that Allah did not speak to Musa should be given a 
chance to repent. If he repents, then fine, otherwise his neck should be struck.""" 
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106 - Abu 'Umar Hamza Ibn al-Qasim narrated to us, saying: Hanbal Ibn Ishaq narrated to us, saying: 
"And | heard Abu 'Abd Allah saying, 'Whoever claims that Allah did not speak to Musa has disbelieved 
in Allah, denied the Qur'an, and rejected the Messenger of Allah - may Allah's peace and blessings be 
upon him. He should be given a chance to repent from this statement. If he repents, then fine, 
otherwise his neck should be struck." 
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107 - And Abu Salih Muhammad Ibn Ahmad narrated to me, saying: Abu Ja'far Muhammad Ibn Dawud 
narrated to us, saying: Abu al-Harith narrated to us that he heard Abu 'Abd Allah saying: "If he says, 
"Indeed, Allah did not speak to Musa,' then he has disbelieved in the saying of Allah - Exalted is He - in 
His Book: "And Allah spoke to Musa directly." [Surah al-Nisa': 164] And he says that He did not speak 
to him. He should be given a chance to repent. If he repents, then fine, otherwise his neck should be 
struck. And the Prophet - may Allah's peace and blessings be upon him - said: "There is none among you 
but Allah will speak to him, without there being an interpreter between Him and him." So, whoever 
claims that Allah does not speak has rejected the Qur'an. And whoever rejects a verse from the Book 
of Allah has disbelieved." 
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108 - Abu al-Qasim Hafs Ibn 'Umar narrated to me, saying: Abu Hatim narrated to us, saying: Muhammad 
Ibn ‘Abdullah Ibn Isma'il narrated to us, saying: Ibn al-Tabba' narrated to me, saying: "| heard Sunayd Ibn 
Dawud saying, 'l saw some of those who used to say, "The Qur'an is created," ina dream. | said, "What 
has become of you?" He said, "I have been tormented with a torment that no one in the world has 
been tormented with." | said, "Why?" He said, "Because of my speech about the Qur'an." | said, ’May 
you be far away and destroyed!'"" 
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109 - Abu al-Qasim Hafs Ibn 'Umar narrated to me, saying: Abu Hatim narrated to us, saying: 'Abdullah 
Ibn Muhammad Ibn al-Fadl al-Saydawi narrated to us, saying: Abu Hafs Ziyad Ibn Ayyub narrated to me - 
or he said: Muhammad Ibn Ya'qub, his son-in-law, narrated to me from him - saying: "My paternal uncle 
died, and he was a Jahmi. Then his daughter died, and | saw her in a dream. | said to her, 'What has 
Allah done with your father?’ She said, 'He was not presented to Allah except that He cursed him." 
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110 - Abu Hafs 'Umar Ibn Muhammad Ibn Rajaa' narrated to us, saying: Abu Ja'far Muhammad Ibn 
Dawud narrated to us, saying: Abu Bakr - meaning al-Marwazi - narrated to us, saying: "| said to Abu 'Abd 
Allah while we were in the army, 'A letter has come to me from Baghdad that a man has followed 
Husayn al-Karabisi in his saying.' He said to me, 'This man has become a Jahmi and has manifested 
Jahmism. We should warn against him and against everyone who follows him.' He said, 'Bishr al- 
Mirrisi died and Husayn al-Karabisi succeeded him.' Husayn al-Karabisi was mentioned, and he said, ‘I 
do not know him to have any knowledge of hadith.' And he said, 'He is a man of (theological) rhetoric. 
Whoever engages in rhetoric will not succeed. He will inevitably become a Jahmi.' And he said, ‘Allah 
would not have left him until He clarified his matter.' He was referring to Sulayman al-Taymi, speaking 
about him. And he said, 'There are no people better to me than the people of hadith. They do not 
know rhetoric.' And he said, 'The man of rhetoric will not succeed." 
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111 - Abu Hafs 'Umar Ibn Muhammad Ibn Rajaa' narrated to us, saying: Abu al-'Abbasi Ahmad Ibn 
‘Abdullah Ibn Shihab... 
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112 - And Abu Hafs 'Umar Ibn Ahmad Ibn Shihab narrated to us, saying: My father narrated to us, saying: 
Abu Bakr Ahmad Ibn Muhammad Ibn Hani al-Ta'i al-Athram narrated to us, saying: Musa Ibn Harun al- 
Hamdani narrated to us, from Abu Nu'aym, from Sulayman al-Qari, from Sufyan al-Thawri, who said: 
"Hammad Ibn Abi Sulayman said, 'Convey to Abu Hanifah, the polytheist, that | am innocent of him.' 
Sulayman said, 'Sufyan said, "Because he used to say, 'The Qur'an is created.'"™" 
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113 - Abu Hafs 'Umar Ibn Ahmad narrated to us, saying: My father narrated to us, saying: Abu Bakr al- 
Athram narrated to us, saying: "| mentioned Ibrahim Ibn Isma’il Ibn 'Ulayyah to Abu 'Abd Allah, and he 
said, 'He is misguided and misguides others.' Then he said, 'May Allah have mercy on Sulayman Ibn Harb. 
A man was mentioned in his presence, and he was asked about him. Sulayman said, "Someone will 
come to me who deserves to be brought forward and have his neck struck, and you will remember 
him." Abu 'Abd Allah said to the one who mentioned Ibrahim Ibn Ismail, ‘But you are the one who 
remembers,’ then he fell silent." 
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114 - Abu Salih Muhammad Ibn Ahmad narrated to me, saying: Abu Ja'far Muhammad Ibn Dawud 
narrated to us, saying: Abu al-Harith al-Sa'igh narrated to us, saying: "| said to Abu ‘Abd Allah, ‘Indeed, 
the companions of Ibn al-Thalah have harmed us and our reputations. Do we consider it lawful to 
retaliate against them for that?' He said, 'No. These are Jahmiyyah. How can they be considered lawful 
targets?" 
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115 - Abu Bakr Ahmad Ibn Salman al-Najjad narrated to us, saying: ‘Abdullah Ibn Ahmad Ibn Hanbal 
narrated to us, saying: "| heard my father saying, 'Whoever says, "The Qur'an is created," is, in our view, 
a kafir, because the Qur'an is from the knowledge of Allah and contains the names of Allah. So, if a 
man says, "The Knowledge is created," he is a kafir, because he claims that He did not have knowledge 
until He created it. And Allah - Exalted and Majestic is He - said: "So whoever argues with you about it 
after [this] knowledge has come to you - then indeed, he is [clearly] astray." [Surah Al 'Imran: 61] And 
Allah - Exalted is He - said: "And never will the Jews or the Christians approve of you until you follow 
their religion. Say, 'Indeed, the guidance of Allah is the [only] guidance.' If you were to follow their 
desires after what has come to you of knowledge, you would have against Allah no protector or 
helper." [Surah al-Baqarah: 120]... And He - Exalted is He - said: "And if you brought to those who were 
given the Scripture every sign, they would not follow your qiblah (prayer direction). Nor will you be a 
follower of their qiblah. Nor would they be followers of one another's qiblah. So if you were to follow 
their desires after what has come to you of knowledge, indeed, you would then be among the 
wrongdoers." [Surah al-Baqarah: 145] And He - Exalted is He - said: "Unquestionably, to Him belong 
creation and command. Blessed is Allah, Lord of the worlds." [Surah al-A'raf: 54] My father said, 
‘Creation is other than command." And He said: "And whoever disbelieves in it from the [various] 
parties - then the Fire will be his promised place." [Surah Hud: 17] My father said, 'And Sa'id Ibn Jubayr 


said, "The parties are all the religions." And He said: "And those to whom We [previously] gave the 
Scripture rejoice at what has been revealed to you, but among the [opposing] factions are those who 
deny part of it. Say, '| have only been commanded to worship Allah and not associate partners with 
Him. To Him | invite, and to Him is my return.' And thus We have sent it down as an Arabic legislation. 
And if you should follow their inclinations after what has come to you of knowledge, you would have 
against Allah no protector or helper." [Surah al-Ra'd: 36-37] My father said, 'So, whoever holds this 
view, it is not permissible to pray behind him, whether it is Friday prayer or any other prayer, except 
that you should not abandon attending it. If a man prays behind them, he should repeat the prayer.'" 
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116 - He said: "And | asked my father about praying behind the people of innovation, and he said, 'Do 
not pray behind them, such as the Jahmiyyah and the Mu'tazilah.' And he said, ‘If the judge is a Jahmi, 
then do not testify before him." 
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117 - He said: "And | heard my father saying, 'lf a man is among the people of hadith and the people of 
(theological) rhetoric, and he refrains from saying, "The Qur'an is not created," then he is a Jahmi."" 
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118 - And Abu Hafs 'Umar Ibn Muhammad Ibn Rajaa' narrated to us, saying: Abu Ja'far Muhammad Ibn 
Dawud narrated to us, saying: Abu Bakr al-Marwazi narrated to us, saying: "| said to Abu ‘Abd Allah, 

‘Indeed, a man has spoken about that matter, and the people have sat down to discuss it. They went to 
‘Abd al-Wahhab and asked him, so he said, 'Go to Abu 'Abd Allah.' They had gone to more than one of 


the Shaykhs, but they did not know what to say. They came with his words to present them to you, and 
this is the note." He said, "Give it to me." So, | handed it to him. It contained the following: ‘Allah - 
Exalted and Majestic is He - created for us intellects and inspired us with good and evil, and inspired us 
with guidance, and obligated us to be grateful for what He has bestowed upon us.' A man said to him, 
‘And this is our faith: saying and action, and it increases and decreases, and intention and following 
the Sunnah. | only said that it is created in terms of action and deed, as it was in this context, not in 
terms of saying. So, whoever says, "Indeed, faith is created," meaning the saying, is a kafir. After this, 
my words will be presented to Abu 'Abd Allah. If they are wrong, | will retract and repent to Allah. And if 
they are correct, then all praise is due to Allah.’ Abu ‘Abd Allah read it until he reached his saying, 'l only 
said that it is created in terms of action and deed.' Abu ‘Abd Allah threw the note from his hand and 
became very angry. Then he said, "This man deserves to be warned against and not spoken to. This is 
exactly the speech of Jahm. You said, 'created in terms of action.' This is like the saying of al-Karabisi. 
He only meant that the actions are created. This is the saying of Jahm. Woe to him! If he says, 'Indeed, 
faith is created,’ then what is left? The Prophet - may Allah's peace and blessings be upon him - said: 
"Faith is the testimony that there is no deity worthy of worship but Allah." So, is 'there is no deity worthy 
of worship but Allah’ created?" He said, "Where is this man from? With whom did he come down? And 
whom does he sit with?" | said, "He is a stranger." He said, "Beware of him. The people of (theological) 
rhetoric will not succeed." Then he became very angry and ordered that he be boycotted. Then Abu 
‘Abd Allah said, "Look at how he offered repentance before him; 'If Abu ‘Abd Allah criticizes me, | will 
repent.’ He did not want to speak words that would be criticized." 
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119 - Ahmad Ibn Salman narrated to us, saying: 'Abdullah Ibn Ahmad narrated to us, saying: My father 
narrated to us, saying: "| heard 'Abd al-Rahman Ibn Mahdi saying, 'Whoever claims that Allah did not 
speak to Musa, the son of 'Amran, should be given a chance to repent. If he repents, then fine, 
otherwise his neck should be struck." 
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120 - Ibn Makhlad narrated to us, saying: Salih Ibn Ahmad narrated to us, saying: "| heard 'Abd al- 
Rahman Ibn Mahdi," and he mentioned the same thing. 
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121 - Al-Marwazi said: "| asked Abu 'Abd Allah about ‘Abdullah al-Taymi. He said, 'He is trustworthy, and 
| have written some narrations about asceticism from him. But it has been narrated from him that he 

mentioned the hadith about laughter and said, "Like a plant when it laughs." This is the speech of the 
Jahmiyyah."™ 
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122 - Abu Talib said: | asked Abu ‘Abd Allah about a man who said, "Verily, Allah is with us," and 
recited this verse: "There is no private conversation among three but that He is the fourth of them..." 
(Qur'an 58:7) Abu 'Abd Allah said: 'This man has become a Jahmi. They take the last part of the verse 
and leave the first. Don't they see that Allah says: "...He knows what is in the heavens and what is on 
the earth. There is no private conversation among three but that He is the fourth of them..." (Qur'an 
58:7) Knowledge is with Him. And He said in Surah Qaf: "...and We are closer to him than [his] jugular 
vein" (Qur'an 50:16) So, His knowledge is with them." 
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123 - And it was said to Abu 'Abd Allah, "There is a man who said, 'I say as Allah - Exalted is He - said: 
"There is no private conversation of three but that He is the fourth of them - nor of five but that He is 
the sixth of them..." [Surah al-Mujadilah: 7] | say this and do not go beyond it to anything else.'" Abu 
‘Abd Allah said, "This is the speech of the Jahmiyyah. They said, 'How should we say it?’ He said, ‘His 
knowledge is with them.' And the beginning of the verse indicates that it is His knowledge." Then he 
recited: "the Day He will resurrect them..." [Surah al-Mujadilah: 6] 
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124 - Ahmad Ibn Salman al-Najjad narrated to us, saying: Muhammad Ibn Ja'far narrated to us, saying: 
Abu Bakr al-Marwazi narrated to us, saying: "| said to Abu 'Abd Allah, 'What do you say about the hadith 
of the Prophet - may Allah's peace and blessings be upon him: "Allah created Adam in His image"?' He 
said, 'As for al-A'mash, he narrates from Habib Ibn Abi Thabit, from 'Ata', from Ibn 'Umar, from the 


Prophet - may Allah's peace and blessings be upon him - "Indeed, Allah - Exalted and Majestic is He — 
created Adam in the image of the Most Merciful.’ So, you should say as the hadith came. And | heard 
Abu 'Abd Allah, and some of the hadith scholars mentioned to him, saying, 'He created him in His 
image.' He said, 'In the image of clay.' So, he said, 'This is the speech of the Jahmiyyah."" 
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125 - Abu Salih narrated to me, saying: Muhammad Ibn Dawud Abu Ja'far al-Basri narrated to us, saying: 
Abu al-Harith al-Sa'igh narrated to us, saying: "| said to Abu ‘Abd Allah, 'O Abu 'Abd Allah, | said to a 
man, "We do not say that the Face of Allah is not created," and he said, "Not unless there is a clear 
text in the Book."' Abu 'Abd Allah trembled and said, 'l seek Allah's forgiveness! Glory be to Allah! This 
is disbelief in Allah! Am | telling you that the Face of Allah is not created?" 
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126 - And Abu Hafs 'Umar Ibn Muhammad Ibn Rajaa' narrated to us, saying: Ahmad Ibn ‘Abdullah Ibn 
Shihab narrated to us, saying: Al-Athram narrated to us, saying: "I said to Abu ‘Abd Allah, ‘Harb is 
narrating a hadith,’ while | was with him, the hadith: "The Most Merciful will place His foot in it..." 
And he had a young servant with him. He turned to the servant and said, 'Does this have an 
interpretation?’ Abu ‘Abd Allah said, 'Look, this is exactly what the Jahmiyyah say."" 
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127 - Abu al-Husayn Muhammad Ibn Ahmad Ibn Abi Sahl al-Harbi narrated to us, saying: Anmad Ibn 
Masrugq al-Tusi narrated to us, saying: Ibrahim Ibn Sa'id al-Jawbari narrated to us, saying: "| heard Sufyan 
Ibn 'Uyaynah saying, 'There are four swords with which the Qur'an was revealed and the Sunnah was 
established, and upon which the Ummah has agreed: A sword for the polytheists of the Arabs at the 
hands of the Messenger of Allah - may Allah's peace and blessings be upon him - which is the saying of 
Allah - Exalted is He: "And fight against the disbelievers collectively." [Surah al-Tawbah: 123] And a 


sword for the people of apostasy at the hands of Abu Bakr - may Allah have mercy on him - which is 
His saying: "You will fight them or they will embrace Islam." [Surah al-Fath: 16] And a sword for the 
People of the Book at the hands of 'Umar - may Allah be pleased with him: "Fight those who do not 
believe in Allah or in the Last Day and who do not consider unlawful what Allah and His Messenger 
have made unlawful..." [Surah al-Tawbah: 29] And a sword for the people of prayer at the hands of ‘Ali 
Ibn Abi Talib - may Allah be pleased with him: "And if two factions among the believers should fight..." 
[Surah al-Hujurat: 9] And were it not for ‘Ali, the fighting against the People of the Qiblah would not have 
been known." 
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128 - Abu Salih narrated to me, saying: Abu al-Ahwas narrated to us, saying: Hajjaj Ibn Minhal narrated 
to us, saying: Al-Mubarak Ibn Fadalah narrated to us, from al-Hasan, who said: "When the Messenger of 
Allah - may Allah's peace and blessings be upon him - passed away, the Arabs apostatized from Islam 
except for the people of Medina and Mecca. So, Abu Bakr waged war against them. They said, 'We 
bear witness that there is no deity worthy of worship but Allah, and we pray, but we will not pay 
Zakat.' 'Umar and the Badriyyun (veterans of the Battle of Badr) went to Abu Bakr and said, ‘Leave them, 
for if Islam settles in their hearts and becomes firm, they will pay.' He said, 'By Allah, if they were to 
withhold from me a rope from what the Messenger of Allah - may Allah's peace and blessings be upon 
him - took, | would fight them for it! The Messenger of Allah - may Allah's peace and blessings be upon 
him - fought the people for three things: the testimony that there is no deity worthy of worship but 
Allah, establishing prayer, and paying Zakat. "So if they repent, establish prayer, and give zakah, let 
them [go] on their way." [Surah al-Tawbah: 5] By Allah, | will not ask the people for more than that, 
nor will | accept less.' ‘Umar said to him, 'Did the Messenger of Allah - may Allah's peace and blessings 
be upon him - not say, "I have been commanded to fight the people until they say, 'There is no deity 
worthy of worship but Allah.' So, when they say it, their blood and wealth are protected from me 
except by right, and their reckoning is with Allah - Exalted and Majestic is He"?' Abu Bakr said, 'This is 
part of its right." 'Umar - may Allah be pleased with him - said, 'So, when | saw that Abu Bakr's heart was 
content with fighting them, | saw that the truth was with him and that | should follow him. So, | followed 
him and fought those who turned back.'" 
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129 - Al-Hasan - may Allah have mercy on him - said: "So, he fought those who turned back with those 
who came forward until they entered Islam willingly or unwillingly. And Abu Bakr's opinion prevailed 
over theirs. They were called the people of apostasy because they refused to pay Zakat. They said, "We 
will pay Zakat, but we will not give it to you." He said, "No, by Allah, | will take it as the Messenger of 
Allah - may Allah's peace and blessings be upon him - took it, and | will put it in its proper places."
